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Plans Announced for Five-Block 


University Medical Center 


W Plans for a medical center to be 
built around the site of the present Uni- 
versity Hospital were announced last 
month by O. S. Colclough, Acting 
President of the University. The Medi- 
cal Center was approved by the Uni- 
versity’s Board of Trustees at their 
annual spring meeting. 

Master plan for the Center, which 
the University plans to complete by 
1970, includes a new medical school; 
a new clinics building, two buildings to 
contain doctors’ offices and laborator- 
ies; a building for chronic diseases, 
rehabilitation, and research; an addi- 
tion to the Warwick Memorial Cancer 
Clinic; and a 100 bed addition to the 
Hospital. 

When completed, the Center will 
occupy a five-block area south of Wash- 
ington Circle, in the northwest section 
of the University campus, including the 
two blocks now occupied by the Hospi- 
tal and the Cancer Clinic. 

An immediate go-ahead was given 
the plan to add a wing to the Hospital. 
The President and hospital administra- 
tors were authorized to prepare plans 
and estimates for it and two other build- 
ings to contain clinics, doctors’ offices, 
and laboratories. 

The Hospital addition, which will 
cost more than $3,000,000, will be spe- 
cifically designed to provide improved 
care and services for an increased num- 
ber of patients and to enlarge the space 
now available for emergency treatment. 

The proposed wing, along 22nd 
Street to the rear of the present Hos- 
pital, will add 111,000 square feet of 
floor space and increase the total num- 
ber of beds to 500. 

One of the first phases of the devel- 
opment of the Medical Center calls for 
early completion of an entirely new 
multi-million dollar home for the Uni- 
versity’s School of Medicine. The new 
medical school, a cluster of buildings 
covering almost an entire city block, 
will also be the home of the School of 
Pharmacy, a school of medical technol- 
ogy, and a school of nursing. 

“The development of these new 


buildings for the School of Medicine 
and Medical Center,” said Dr. John 
Parks, Dean of the School of Medicine, 
“will provide the University and the 
community with medical facilities for 
the care of patients, for teaching, and 
for scientific research of the highest 
order.”

THE ALUMNI PRESIDENT'S CORNER 


The Annual Meeting of the General Alumni Association was held at the 
Army Navy Town Club in Washington on May 11. During the refreshment 
hour and dinner preceding the Annual Meeting the alumni of the University 
mingled with members of the University Administrative Staff, Deans of various 
schools, and members of the Faculty. It was an excellent opportunity for the 
alumni to become better acquainted with these people, who are immediately 
responsible for the future success of the University. 

During the remarks following the dinner, Acting President Colclough re- 
iterated a theme that he has emphasized throughout his stewardship—namely, 
that the demands of modern education in the complexities of our world make 
it imperative that an educational institution constantly make progress; that 
the maintenance of the “status quo” is not sufficient and that the educational 
institution which merely maintains its present position is, in actuality, retro- 
gressing. 

The Acting President referred to the substantial progress that has been 
made by The George Washington University over the past thirty-one years 
under President Emeritus Marvin’s leadership, and he stated that currently 
the University is organizing for future progress. He cited the various steps 
that are being taken to assure an outstanding future for the University. He 
also stated that just so much can be done by the Staff and Faculty of an insti- 
tution. The remainder depends in large part upon the active support of the 
alumni. 

The 1960 Annual Alumni Fund is currently drawing to a close with every 
indication that this campaign will be the most successful to date. If you have

University, Government Agencies 
Sponsor Unique Educational Plan 


W The University, in cooperation with 
four agencies of the Federal Govern- 
ment, has established a unique “Public 
Careers Program,” in which students 
may attend the University on a full- 
time basis while holding part-time gov- 
ernmental positions. 

The National Bureau of Standards, 
the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion, the Department of the Navy, and 
the Department of State are cooperating 
with the University in this “earn-while- 
you-learn” program, which was devised 
by the University’s Educational Coun- 
seling Office, the four agencies, and the 
Federal Civil Service. 

Under the program, students may 
earn sufficient income to pay all costs 
for college tuition, books, and labora- 
tory fees, plus a portion of the expenses 
for room and board. 


Alumni Fund Climbs 


W General Chairman Frederick P. H. 
Siddons has reported that the Alumni 
Fund is progressing encouragingly. He
